Applicant's counsel was advised by the examiner that in order to overcome the compositional limitations set forth in EP 
'128, the claims would need to be amended around the prior art or a declaration demonstrating comparative results 
between the claimed composition and the prior art demonstrating unexpected results over the prior art. Counsel 
indicated that the neodymium oxide content would be amended to a range from 5-10%. In addition, an affadavit would 
be submitted by the inventor to discuss the criticality of the neodymium oxide range and the other glass components. 
Counsel was advised by the examiner that 10% would still contain an endpoint of the EP *128 composition. . 
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
